The last of the Junior Council lectures at The Cleveland Museum of Art will 
be given Wednesday, November 17 at 8*30 p.m, Milton S. Fox, editor of Harry N. Abrams 
publishing company in New York, will talk about THE POST-WAR EXPLOSION IN AMERICA. 

His discussion will examine the last phase of American painting, the theme of the 
six weeks* lecture series.
